The Infamy of Infamies. 


Oh, well, says the thick-skinned par- 


tisan, "the present apportionment act is 
no more unfair than that of the Repub- 
licans.'1 There never has been a greater 
partisan outrage attempted outside of 
the south and New York city, than the 
present apportionment act in Illinois, 
concocted by tho Democratic stato cen- 
tral committee and passed by a Demo- 
cratic legislature and signed by Altgeld. 
There has never been a more barefaced 
attempt to disfranchise the citizens as 
the object of the gerrymander involves. 


Take the manner of numbering the 


districts alone as an example, and upon 
its face there is the evidence of the 
scoundrelly scheme of its authors. Cook 
county has under this apportionment 13 
senatorial districts, and, including Lake 
county,

seven 
congressional 


districts. 
The 
congressional 
dis- 


tricts are numbered consecutively from 
1 to 7 inclusive, and the districts outside 
of Cook county are numbered consecu- 
tively from No. 7 in Cook county, across 
the state, and down to Cairo. 
But this 


IB not true of tho senatorial districts. 
Of the 15 in Cook county, all save throe 
are odd numbers, as follows: 
1, 2, 3. i, 


5, (i, 7, 9, 11,13,15,17,10, 21 and 2.1. Tho 
schemers made the Lake county district 
the 8th, the Kockford district tho 10th, 
the Galena district the 12th, the Aurora 
district the 14th, the Kankakee district 
the IGth, and then they came away down 
to tue Danville district and made it tho 
18th, and went across to tho Woodford 
district and made it tho 20th, and then 
went to McLean cC"nty and made that 
the 22d district. 
Th«bp districts were 


made to secure the odd flUmbe/ed ones 
in Cook county, which at the time wjs 
solidly Democratic. 


But passing from these wo find th 


schemers continued the same infamy in 
the remainder of the state. 
Peoria was 


made the 24th district and then thej 
skipped four other districts to make Wil 
the 25th. 
They went from Will to 


Fulton 
and 
made 
|it 
tho 
26th 


district, and then they crossed three 
districts to make LaSalle the 27th. The 
Hancock district, which is five districts 
away from LaSalle, they numbered the 
28th, and then jumped back again, way 
north or La Salle.and made the DeKalb 
district the 2#th, They then jumped 
clear down to the Champa%n district to 
make it the 30th, and from thence across 
four districts to the Bureau district and 
numbered it the 31st. From Bureau 
they crossed four districts and made the 
Monard district the 32d; and then 
back to Rock Island to mafee it the 33d. 
Prom thence they come south across 
'our districts and numbered the Pike 
district the 34th; then to the Knox dis- 
trict, making it the 35th; then back 
again to the Macoupin district, number- 
ng it the 36th. They then went back 
to Adams, and made it the" 37th. They 
;hen jumped across to the Fayette die- 
Met making it the 38th, and then to 
Sangamon, making it the 39th.. They 
then crossed the Macon district to make 


43d, and then down to Galatin for the 
44th, then back to Crawford for the 45th, 
and BO on until they place the 51 num 
bers where they would disfranchise the 
most people. 


Such a scheme never before was at- 


tempted in Illinois. 
That it was a 


scheme pregnant with infamy is shown 
by the fact that they numbered the con- 
gressional districts consecutively, be- 
cause nothing was to be gained, but 
hopped and skipped about in numbering 
the senatorial districts because some- 
thing was to be gained by it. The sena- 
tors elected this fall are elected from the 
odd numbered districts, and will hold 
four years, thus giving every senator 
elected this fall a vote for the successon 
to both Cullom and Palmer, and the ob 
ject of the scheme was to mass as many 
Democratic senators in the legislatuio 
as possible this fall and elect successors 
to both Cullom and Palmer; no matti-i

Judging from the numerous articles 


which have recently appeared in the 
large daily and monthly reviews, we arc 
inclined to believe there is something 
radically wrong in our system of public 
education; not only the matter of in- 
struction is censured, but also the man- 
ner of imparting it. 


Numerous also are the moans proposed 


by teachers and laymen for the reform 
of these evils. Some find fault with our 
courses of study, while others contend 
that they are crowded and too many 
branches are introduced into them; and 
others propose to shorten and enrich 
them, i. e., to increase the number of 
studies. There are yet others who con- 
tend that the schools do not prepare for 
life, and that, to accomplish this latter 
end, 
manual training should become a 


part of the curriculum. Not a few, espe- 
cially among the farming population, 
find fault with the text books used m 
the schools and their exorbitant price; 
for this, free text books and the manu- 
facture, or at least selection of books by 
the state, is prescribed as a panacea. 
And so on, ad infiuitum. 
While some of these suggestions, when 


offered in good faith, contain an element 
of truth, the principal reason why the in- 
struction in our elementary schools is not 
of the best kind, is overlooked. Who is

TARIFF IN CAUCUS. 


A Vote of Confidence in the Finance 


Committee, 


OPPOSED ALONE BYHILL.OF SEW YORK, 


Who Objects to the Income Tax and 


the Sugar Duty—The Bill Expected 


to Be Passed Before the 


Ertd of May. 


WASHINGTON, May 4—Thirty-eight 


democratic senators, all but six of the 
membership of the body, met in con- 


ference in the marble room of the sen- 


ate, yesterday afternoon, from 4 o'clock 
until almost 7. A mimber of speeches 
were made, and a vote of confidence in 
the fi nance committee taken. Senators 
were not bound by the action o! the 
conference, but by an almost unan- 
imous vote they were requested to of- 
fer no amendments to the pending- tar- 
iff bill, and indorse those submitted by 
the finance committee. 


The conference was not decided upon 


till late in the afternoon when the 
members of the finance comnyttec, be- 
lieving that they had every thing: about 
fixed, thought it was an opportune 
time to discuss the bill before their 
party associates. The caucus, or con- 
ference, as the democrats termed it, 
was called to order by Mr. Gorman, 
the 
only absentees being 
Messrs. 


Mills, Butler, Murphy, Lindsay, Irbv 
and Gibson. There %vas no significance 
in the absence of either of these sena- 
tors. They were not at the capitol 
and knew nothing of the meeting. 


Senator Jones, chairman of the sub- 


committee, was the first speaker. He 
said the committee had decided upon 
numerous amendments. He did not 
go into detail concerning these amend- 
ments, assuring the senators that the 
concessions were not great and that 
the rates throughout the bill would be 
greatly less than those in the present 
law. 


Mr. Jones announced the 
sugar 


schedule that had been agreed upon, 
and it corresponded exactly with that 
published heretofore in these dis- 
patches—40 per cent, ad valorem on all 
sugars, both raw and refined, with 
one-eighth of a cent in addition on re- 
"fined sugars. The discriminating duty 
of one-tenth of a cent on refined sugar 
is allowed against sugars of this kind 
from countries that pay an export 
bounty. It was also agreed that the 
bounty should continue to be paid this 
year, the date at which the sugar 
schedule is to take effect being changed 
from Julv 1 to January 1, 189). 


Mr. Jones discussed the income tax 


at some length, stating t>at the ob- 
jectionable features had been taken 
from the measure. Its operation was 
limited to a term of five years, although 
Mr. Vest urged six years 
The rate 


remains the same and the limit of ex- 
emption is untouched. Theinqu»tor- 
ial features had been eliminated en- 
tirely and the tax placed on corpora- 
tions directly instead of the dividends 
of such corporations after passing into 
the hands of individuals. 


Mr Gorman spoke in favor of the 


bill and of harmony in the party. He 
declared that thp bill as it came from 
the house was not satisfactory, and that 
it had been necessary to make a num- 
ber of changes 
He did not take kindly 


to the income-tax feature—in fact, he 
was opposed to it. He believed it to be 
a mistake, and thought it woiild cause 
trouble and hurt the party in the 
northern states. 
Still, Mr Gorman 


said, the south and west insisted upon 
it, and he was compelled to yield his 
judgment and accept the tax with the 
five-year limitation. 


Mr. Vest, of the committee, spoke 


briefly in explanation of the changes 
in the income tax. Mr. Vilas and Mr. 
Palmer followed, speaking for har- 
mony and unity. 


The burden of the remarks of Mr. 


McPhersonwas the sugar tax. He 
thought that sugar should be on the 
free list. While he strenuously op- 
posed the concessions made to the 
sugar men by the committee, he would 
abide by the decision of the maiority 
and vote for the bill. 


Mr. Morgan had a few words to say 


concerning the sugar duty and the su- 
gar trust, and was followed by Mi- 
Coke, who opposed the 
concessions 


that had been granted the northern 
men. He intimated in parliamentary 
terms that the committee had been in- 
timidated, and while he saicj he felt 
free to enter an emphatic protest in a 
party caucus, Mr. Coke declared his in- 
tention of voting for the bill. 


Then it was that Mr. Gorman left 


the chair and submitted to the caucus 
a resolution which was in the nature 
of a vote of confidence, a resolution 
which one senator said afterwards was 
BO full of loopholes that almost any- 
thing could be done with it. In sub- 
stance the -preamble set forth that th« 
conference committee had made a re- 
port of certain desirable changes, and 
that the necessity existed for the 
prompt passage of a tariff bill. There- 
fore it was resolved that in the con- 
duct of the bill in the senate demo- 
cratic senators be required not to pro- 
pose any amendments except snch as 
are offered by the finance committee. 


Mr. Hill then took the floor and 


made a characteristic speech. He de- 
nounced the compromise and said that 
the income tax was not necessary, de- 
fying anyone to show it was needed in 
the bill for revenue purposes. No one 
attempted to reply to this challenge. 
In addition to the income tax Mr. 
Hill criticized the committee for put- 
ting in the forty-one millions of sugar 
tax. Mr. Hill, in denouncing the in- 
come tax, went over some of the ground 
covered in his speech in the senate; de- 
clared that the whole scheme was un- 
democratic and not called for by any 
plank in the p»rty platform. 


Ha declared that the income tax 


could not be Amended by limiting it to 
&n year*. It vras wrong; it -was •wrong 
during any perlo* of operation; if it 
right it should be made the 


policy of 
the 
partj. 


lie declared that 51 was not what 
the 
president 
recommended. 
So 


long as this tax is kept in the 
bill, Mr. Hill said that, notwithstand- 
ing the request set out in the resolu- 
tion, he should offer amendments to 
the bill in the hope that the tax might 
be changed. The country did not need 
both the sugar and the income tax. 
This conference, he said, 
should 


have been called before 
the bill 


was reported 
to 
the 
senate. At 


that time part of the 
bill 
had 


been discussed and then withdrawn 
for repairs only to be subsequently re- 
ported without the members of the 
partv knowing what had been done to 
it. The time for a conference, was, he 
said, before senators had announced 
themselves in regard to the bill. He 
regretted that he could do nothing 
else and be consistent. 


Mr. Smith, of New Jersey, followed 


in a lively speech, in which he also de- 
nounced the income tax, but did not 
declare his intention in regard to the 
bill.
